Berea's New Students 

Herea has four hundred and fifty more students than 
she had a year ago. A large number ol these young 
people are here for the first time and, in fact, away trom 
home tor the first time in their lives.

Avery 
("ounly, N. C arolina, has some thirty students here, and 
there are one hunded other Mountain Counties, each of 
which lias its County group ol young people who knew 
each other more or less before thev came to Berea. 

Besides the studies of the five departments, there are 
the public things like Music, Sports and Lectures, in 
which all shar v We shall soon k Ii h ing oar 'Mountain 
Day", and we have just had a number of wonderful 
lectures by Dr. Powers, who has told the things we all 
wished to know about our foreign neighbors, our allies, 
and the League of Peace.

Credit to the Medical Branch. 

In thl* connection It may he re- 
marked tint (loneral Pershing «lneo he 
returned to thl* country ha* given un- 
stinted credit to the medical hrnneh 
of the army for the work It M 
throughout the wnr. The American 
expeditionary force*, offlelnl compari- 
sons show, were the healthiest nrmy 
that ever went forth to represent n 
country. It Is n nntnhle fact. too. so 
army eMM *ny. that the henlth of 
the expeditionary force* improved ns 
time went on. If the force* had not 
suffered from the epidemic which pre- 
vailed n venr nun ttie record forhenlfh- 
fulne** would have heon even more 
remarkahlo thnt It Is. n«sert nffleer*. 

The longest casualty list that ha* 
heon placed on Hie in the war depart- 
ment for preservation for all time con- 
tnlns the names of the nu n who were 
wounded In action, hut who survived 
those wound*, tin thl* list as It stand* 
today are 214,421 name*. This hrlnijs 
the total casualties of the expedition- 
ary force* up to 25M.KH7. The offti-lal 
reports show that nearly Sd per cent 
of Ihe men wounded In action returned 
to duty. 

During the period the •xpedltlonnry 
force* were nctually engaged In hos- 
tilities the dally disunity lists con- 
tnlned the nnine* of ninny men who 
w ere reported as mlstilng In action. Dur- 
ing some perl.sls of the war this ll*t 
of nHines ron. hed up Into the thou- 
sand*. The l.iircHU of won rchors or- 
ganized fey CMtMfaJ Pershing did Its 
work so effectively thnt lit this time 
there nre on the roll* of the war de- 
partment, out of the million* of men 
who entered the army for the emer- 
gency, the names of only two men who 
wore listed as missing In action. The 
department has hope that oven yet It 
may ascertain the fnte of those men. 
Bodies May Be Left There. 

Wtth the return of lleiiorul Pershing 
and his stuff to the I'lilted State* the 
quoHtlon n* to what the government 
will ultimately do nhotit the hodles of 
the 77.470 men who were hurled ahroad 
attract* more attention. It i* not poa- 
slhlo at thl* time to foreshadow the 
plan that will eventually ho followed. 
About the time the armistice was 
signed the war department announced 
that hodles would not he hrought 
home unless relative* Insisted on It. 
Later on thut announcement was modi- 
fied slightly hy a statement that the

would he willing to a<-qule*ee In a plan 
to leave the hodles of the heroes over 
there. So far as the war department 
Is concerned the matter rwsts ahout 
there.

If desired, to allow the hen to 
eterclse. The fence can be raised 
from the ground far enough to allow 
the chicks to go In and out. but not 
h'k'h enough for the hen to escape.
